Threshers Can 
Help Save Crop 


How to prevent threshing 
damage to crops of malting 
barley is outlined in a circular 
distributed last week by the 
National Barley Contest Com- 
mittee headed by Prof. T. J. 
Harrison. 

The instructions are of parti- 
cular interest to competitors in 
the contest because improper 
thrething, it«points. out, may 
ruin a valuable crop.of malting 
barley. ; 

When choctbintés is starzed. 
the circular stresses, check 
carefully to see that the k-rn ‘le 
are not injured. If there are 
many peeled, broken, or frayed 
kernels, immediately adjust the 
machine. Watch machine ad- 
justments throughout the day's 


‘work because character of the 


barley changes with change in 
moisture content. 

Damage may be caused by 
one or more of 12 causes which 
are listed in the circular as fol- 
lows: 

Too high speed of cylinder: 
irregular speed of tractor en 
gine when combine is driven 
with power take-off; excess end 
play in cylinder; loose or crack- 
ed cylinder or concave teeth: 
too many concayes; improper 
wind adjustment; improper

Fall Rye 


A reminder that fall rye is 
an excellent competitive crop 
for the control of weeds comes 
from A. M. Wilson, field crops 
commissioner. When seeded in 
the latter part of Atigust 
crop usually establishes a heavy 
fall growth. In the spring it 
quickly covers the ground and 
smothers many weeds. 

To be successfully used in a 
weed control program rye must 
not be pastured in the fall or 
opring. Heavy fall pasturing 
may lead to winter killing or to 
delayed spring growth. If the 
crop is pastured in the spring 
the smothering effect on weeds 
is lost. Fall cultivation follow- 
ing rye will be particularly use- 
ful in controlling perennial 
weeds.

CROP REPORT 


The overall moisture 
tion for the three prairie pro- 
vinces combined advanced one 
percent during the past weck. 
Ihe total moisture condition 
for the three 
stands at 87 percent of normal. 
compared with 86 percent last 
week and 89 percent at this 
time a year ago. 

The condition in Alberta is 
now 87 percent of normal com- 
pared with 86 percent last week 
and 89 percent at this time a 
year ago. 

It appears as though the tot- 
al moisture condition of 87 per- 
cent of normal will give a high- 
er yield per acre this year than 
a moisture condition of 89 per- 
cent of normal gave last year. 
This will give students of yield 
and rainfall an opportunity this 
year of observing the value of 
the incidence of rainfall. This 
year was most unusual for hav- 
ing an exceedingly dry April 
and May and an unusually wet 
June and July.

The weeds on a number of 
the roads in the municipality 
have been cut by the owners of 
the land bordering on them.

with the provisions of the Nox- 
ious Weeds Act. There are how 
of delinquent

destroyed these weeds. 

The farmers who have not 
complied with the provisions of 
the act are again reminded to 
cut these weeds, The individual 
farmer is the one who reaps the 
benefit if the weeds are cut. If 
the weeds are allowed to re- 
main standing they serve as a 
trap for the snow and eventual- 
ly make the road impassable. 

When weeds are allowed to 
mature along the roadsides they 
produce enough weed seeds to 
pollute the surrounding land. 
This is especially true of Can- 
ada Thistle as the seeds from 
this plant can be 
great distances, infesting land 
that has been previously free 
of this pest. Where Canada 
Thistle are cut now they should 
be raked and burned to prevent 
the maturing and subsequent 
spreading of the seed. 

Grassing down the ditches on 
the roads is the surest and best 
way of controlling weeds. Graas 
seed for this purpose is sup: 
plied by the municipality. For 
information regarding seed get 
in touch with your local council- 
lor or field supervisor, munici-

Unfit Milk and 
Cream Cans 


Dairy Branch officials of the 
Alberta department of agricul- 
ture report excellent co-opera- 
tion from farmers and dairy 
plants in the campaign to dis- 
courage the use of faulty con- 
tainere. 

There are four classes of con 
tainers being condemned—— 

1 Cans which have very rusty 
inside; 

2 Cans with split or open in- 
side seams which allow milk 
and cream to lodge and putrify: 

3 Cans in which the coating 
of tin is badly worn exposing 
the contents of the can to the 
bare iron. 

4 Containers which are con- 
structed of very light material 
poorly tinned and with loose 
covers. 

Containers with any of these 
failings should not be used for 
either milk 
with the best care in washinj‘ 


or cream. Even 
such cans any milk or cream 


poured into them starts to 
spoil as soon as it comes in con- 
tact with the rust, bare iron or 
split seams that usunil» 

tain billions of bacteria.

Science Making Attempt To Find 
Cure For Common Cold 

At last science has declared war 

on the common cold. 

The test-tube wizards have long 
been fighting their endless feud with 
cancer, tuberculosis and heart dis- 
ease, but this is the first time they 
have attempted an all-out blitz on 
coughs and sneezes. 

The United States National Insti- 
tute of Health has announced that 
early in July it will open its cam- 
paign to discover prevention and cure 
for civilization’s greatest and most 
irksome time-waster. 

Dr. Rolla Ryer, institute director, 
discloses that a research team will 
be assigned to the program, which 
will last at least five years. Key re- 
searchers will be a medical officer, a 
vir- 
uses, an epidemiologist and possibly 
a bio-chemist. 

Their first task will be to isolate 
the cold virus or, if there are a 
number of different viruses, causing 
a variety of colds, to isolate each 
type of virus. When this has been 
done the researchers will go to work 
to develop a vaccine which will pro- 
vide immunity against colds.
